Chicago, 111., Feb. tS.— ^A desper- 
ate legal struggle waa waged to save 
Jobann Hoch, tbe alleged bigamist 
and wife poisoner, from the gallows. 
SHlortly before the lime set for tho 
execution. Attorney Comerford ap- 
plied for a writ of habeas corpus, 
which was refused by Judge Landls. 

When Hoch heard this bo aald he 
wonid resist exbcotion by physical 

for( e. 

Comerford then tiled a iielltion In 
the Cnited states eoiit: askiim inter- 
ference on tbe ground that th^ four- 
teenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion waa violated in sentencing Hoch. 
The ground was that Hoch was ar- 
rested In \>w^ York on a charge of 
bigamy ahd brought to Chicago and 
tried ftir murder. 

The execution was delayed pend- 
ing the legal struggle. Just as prep- 
a rationa tor reading tbe death war- 
rant were completed. Attorney Com- 
erford appeared on tbe seeAe waiv- 
ing nn appeal bond, duly signed' and 
deninndlag a farther atay of aiccu- 
tlon. 

Tbe appeal was from the decision 
ot Judge LAodia on denying tbe writ 
ot habaaa corpus. Coaartord. Oep- 
aty Peters and Jailer Whitman Im- 
mendlately went into conference. In 
the meantime Hoch was enjoying .i 
hearty dinner unconcerned and ap 
peared to enjoy every morsel 

WbltBiaa snd Peters found them- 
selves la such a quandary that they 
sent for Bute's Attorney Helly and 
his assistants. 

Later Ihe death miirehcd com- 
menced and he reached the gallows 
at 1:31. Hoch made a speech sa>- 
Ing he was innocent aad asklug for- 
giveness for his eiiecntialiem. The 
drop was sprung at 1:94. 

Roch arose at 6:50 this morning 
and as he jumped out of bed re- 
marked: "This is a fine day ftir 
February; Just like the llrst day of 
spring." ^lien asked how be felt 
he replied. "Fine." 

Hoch spent alBMtst an hoar eating 
a hearty breakfast. After breakfast 
he lighted a i l^;ar and again asserted 
that he would not hanit. as he was 
innoc enl . 

Jobann Hooh gained Internaitimal 
notoriety through bta - arreat and 
proaactttlon for t|i« death of Mrs. Ma- 
rie Welkor-Hoch, a German- Ameri- 
can widow of Chicago, who died 
shortly after lie married her. A 
post-mortem revealed the fact that 
arsenic itw in the blood, and or- 
gans of tho woman. It was leamvd 
tbst Hoeb carried a faaaUln pen 
which oontiUned arsaa4e. Be had 
made a practice of marrying widows 
lo secure their money. .Many of tho 
woaen dlc>d a few weeks alter their 
marriage to him. lie was su.sixxted 
of having poisoned bis victims. 

After the death ot Mra.. Welkcr- 
Hoch the blganrtat nmrriad her Ma- 
ter. Mrs. .\nieiia Fisc^. another 
widow, who had a bank account. 
Hoch r.ililn il his' tiiHi wife, and she 
cau!«d his undoing. He was arn-st- 
ed in Now Y'ork. and belnti brou»;tit 
back to Chicago waa coavlcled on 
Mrs. Flacbar's taaUaway. 

After;. Hoch bad baaa aaatoncad to 
Im? executed Mrs. FIschor-Hoch chang 

, il lier deslies to levenne herself. In 
Older lo save hits shtj swore that .fhe 
had |H?rJured herself during tho trial. 
She baa tbreataoed to kill herself If 
Hoch 4a haagad. 

llorh was originally sentenced to 
lie e.xet uted .SuKiist lio. 191)."). Slays 
were obtalnet!, and s writ of super- 
aedaaa delayed the execuUon until 
the snpNme court paaaod .upoa. and 
denied it. Hoch then avpliod to tbe 
governor and the pardon board for 
flemcncy l.iit this was denied. .\l- 
lliough Mm 11 always ilaiiiied that he 
was innorent. and would ni'^ei hang, 
be paid bis penalty for the crime in 
the Oaok epnnty Jail to«a#. «
